Summary of reasons for decision: 

The publication is a a computer text file printout. It is an A4 page depicting a screenshot from 
Facebook messenger of a single-sided conversation, consisting of one sexualised self-taken 
photograph of a young person. The young person is identifiable based on the inclusion of their 
name in the publication. 

The public availability and dissemination of this image is likely to open up this particular young 
person to sexual exploitation. 

In the hands of a person with a sexual interest in young persons, this publication is likely to 
provide gratification and validate and legitimise that prurient interest Availability wider than the 
party depicted in the publication is likely to victimise the young person involved. Restricting the 
availability of the publication to the young person depicted in the publication is likely to prevent 
the injury. This interferes with freedom of expression as set out in si 4 of the New Zealand Bill of 
Rights Act to only a limited extent,and this outcome is consistent with parliament's intention to 
limit the availability of publications that can be used to sexually exploit young persons.
